$1,300,000.00 of US frnids were provided the R.I.V. Bearing 
Company of Italy ostensibly to modernize their plant machinery • 
R. I. V. claims were made that no additional production would 
result, as in many cases two old machines would be discarded 
for one new one. 

Actually milli ons of strategically important anti-friction 
bearings are shipped by Italy (R.I.V. Bearing Company) to 
Russia and the rest of the Soviet Orbit annually and no sign of 
reduction in either quantity nor dollar volume — actually some 
increase in last two years. 
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Italian negotiators continue to hold out for unrestricted 
shipments, though recent meetings have resulted in slight 
concessions as to size range. Claim that restrictions on bearing 
shipments now would result in hardship. 

England, France and the United States have reached accord on 
export controls of bearings and even Sweden has agreed to more 
restrictive controls than Italy.
